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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 8-11, 13, 17, 20, 25, 28, 30, and 31 are withdrawn from further 
consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected Species, 
there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse 
in the reply filed on 8/27/04. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 7, 23, 24, 26, 27, and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In line 2 of claim 7 "an" should be -a-. 

In claims 23, 24, and 27, the claims are unclear because "the rotation preventive 
device" in line 2 of each claim lacks antecedent basis. These three claims are all 
identical other than depending from different claims. In order to provide antecedent 
basis for "the rotation preventive device" one of the claims should depend from claim 
22, and the other two should be canceled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-7 and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Tarekado et al (5,186,126). See Figure 8, which shows a throttle body 
26 having a protrusion (hub 26a) protruding into an engagement recess (unnumbered) 
on the intake duct 35. 
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Claims 1-5, 12, 15, 16, 18, 19, 22-24, 27, 29, and 32 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Hernandez et al (5,988,131). Note a 
throttle body 22 having protruding portions 54, which engage with recesses 56 in the 
intake manifold duct 24, a seal 52, and a rotation prevention mechanism including 
recess 76 and protrusion 84. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 14 and 21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 26 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
